The body of Timothy Span, 27, 
was found in the debris-strewn 
main entry of the Vicary Creek 
coal mine near here at 6 p.m. on 
Friday, March 19th. 

Mr. Span disappeared 38 days 
ago when an underground flood 
burst into the Vicary Creek work¬ 
ings of Coleman Collieries Ltd. 

The body was found amid “muck 
and debris” clinging to the ceil¬ 
ing of the main mine entry near 
43 chute which is 6,000 feet inside 
the mine. 

Still Pluggad 

Intensive rescue efforts were 
carried on at the mine for nearly 
two weeks after Mr. Span, a mine 
carpenter, was reported missing. 

The rescue workers had expect¬ 
ed that he could be in the area be¬ 
tween chutes 46 and 47. The main 
entry of the mine is still plugged 
in the 51 chute area, which Is 375 
feet farther in from where the 
body was found. Partial mining 
operations have since been resum¬ 
ed at the mine. 

On February 17th the entire work 
crew at Vicary Creek was called 
out of the mine when extremely 
wet conditions developed. U is be¬ 
lieved that Span may have thought 
that others were still in the mine, 
and went to warn them, when the

A New Political Idea 

Young men like new ideas in styles o 
dress and in politics. However in the search 
for something new they all too frequently ta 
for some old tune that went out of fashion 
centuries ago and is not new at all - but mer¬ 
ely a revival. ,, 

For example, consider politics. The really 
new political idea is freedom. Many young 
men do not realize that socialism is old-tash- 
ioned, and that communism was practiced in 
North America by the Indians long before the 
white man arrived. Dozens of societies have 
tried socialism, too, and gave it up because it 
did not work. 

Like the communist system, it needs huge 
armies to force people to produce, or to raid 
a more productive neighboring society. 

Russia would be starved today if it had 
not raided so many other countries. Its sys¬ 
tem simply will not produce abundance 

Free men, working for rewards, will get 
more done than men who are compelled by 
the State to work or starve. That is the new¬ 
est political discovery. 

Countries that adopt it become rich and 
strong. It is not an easy form of government. 

It needs educated population smart enough 
to limit government power. For when govern¬ 
ments grow big, freedom shrinks. 

Huge governments, taking more power 
into their hands all the time, soon are as bad 
as the old-time kings. 

Freedom - the new idea - may not last 
much longer.

A Thousand Mow Lows 

By mid-summer this country will have at 
least one thousand new pieces of legislation. 
That does not include Federal laws. Provin¬ 
cial governments will be busy as bees, intro¬ 
ducing new laws, but seldom tossing out old 
ones. Politicians feel they n^ed more things 
to hang their hats on. 

In my opinion it would be a wonderful 
thing for Canada if all our governments took 
a long holiday -say five years or so. We could 
all settle down then and get some real work 
done on our own. 

Some of the politicians might do some 
useful work too, on their farms and in their 
law offices. In any event we would save our¬ 
selves sessional indemnities, and that is not 
hoy. If all the Boards and Commissions took 
a rest at the same time, the savings would be 
astronomical. 

I am dreaming, of course. There is an old 
saying that the state never admits a mistake, 
and rather than correct one it will perpetrate 
two more. When a business has made mis¬ 
takes it has to pull in its horns and try to cut 
the losses. Governments simply add a few 
more taxes or increase fees and licences and 
carry on, pretending that all is well. 

The solution to all this is less government. 
People ought to impress on candidates their 
desire that less be spent by governments in 
I order that more can be spent by the people 
themselves. 

Today the government takes about one- 
third of all the average man earns. 

How long will it be before it takes half? 


well meaning “do gooders” (who 
are quite divorced from reality) 
and outright cranks and crack¬ 
pots. Only last week the brief pre¬ 
sented by the Communist Party of 
Canada was given a great deal of 
publicity because of what it bad 
to say. 

Unfortunately, the Commission¬ 
ers seem to rave based their Pre¬ 
liminary Report on much of the 
biased and unreliable information 
which has been presented by the 
above - mentioned assortment of 
witnesses.

WATER 

RESOURCES 

Is Alberta making full and prop¬ 
er use of its water resources? 

The highly complex answer to 
this simply-stated question depends 
on whether you are an administrat¬ 
or in the Water Resources Branch 
of the Alberta Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, a health administrator In 
Alberta, Saskatchewan or Mani¬ 
toba, to whom pollution was, until 
recently, a major problem; a farm¬ 
er on irrigated land In Alberta, or 
a public office holder in the west¬ 
ern two-tihirds of the United States. 

If you’re an Alberta government 
water engineer or a Prairie Prov¬ 
ince health officer, the answer is 
“yes”. But if you’re an irrigation 
farmer in Alberta or an elected 
representative on the local, state 
or federal level in the affected area 
of the U. S. the answer could be 
“no”. 

There, in a nutshell, is the crux 
A a little known but vitally im¬ 
portant discussion over Alberta’s 
use of its precious water supply. 

The most emphatic “no” comes 
from Alberta’s American neighbors 
—hence the emergence of a ser¬ 
ies of continental water-sharing 
proposals such as the recent and 
widely publicized NAWAPA (North 


American Water and Power Alli¬ 
ance) scheme. 

Inspired by U. S. senatorial stu¬ 
dies indicating that a critical pollu¬ 
tion problem is developing through¬ 
out the U. S., the proposal would 
involve roting of rivers originat¬ 
ing in northwest Canada into the 
Rocky Mountain Trench and into 
a prairie canal. From these sys¬ 
tems, water would flow southward 
into the U. S. and Mexico and east¬ 
ward to the Great Lakes. 

Benefits claimed for the propos¬ 
al, conceived by the Ralph M. Par¬ 
sons Company of Los Angeles en¬ 
gineering firm, would be abundant 
water for the areas of the U. S. 
(and Mexico) affected by north¬ 
western Canadian streams; sale¬ 
able hydro power for Canada, and 
a shipping route from Alberta to 
the Great Lakes. 

The estimated cost is staggering 
—100 billion, or roughly, 14 times 
Canada’s present annual budget— 
but the Parsons company says the 
benefits would be worth the out¬ 
lay. Significantly, the company 
concedes that its main concern is 
to provide more water for the 
U. S.; in its promotional campaign 
it has not greatly belabored the 
advantages to Alberta. 

The advantages to the U. S. of 
suoh a sharing program are quite 
apparent. Wit hits own rivers al¬ 
ready polluted, and with public 


pressure for abatement of pollu¬ 
tion .industrial pressure for more 
water, and farm pressure for ex¬ 
pansion of irrigation building up 
simultaneously, local, state and 
federal government is being forced 
■to act;-' " 

And unless the available water 
supply can be greatly Increased, 
local and state governments will 
be faced with vast — and politi¬ 
cally unpopular — expenditures for 
sewage treatment plants and water 
purification facilities; expenditures 
that will in the long run make the 
cost of river adjustment schemes 
such as NAWAPA look like pin 
money. 

In some respects, the other crit¬ 
ic of Alberta’s water utilization 
policy — the Alberta irrigation 
farmer — is equally cSahhiel-vis- 
ioned. His concern is not. of course 
based on continental considera¬ 
tions; he simply feels he’s not 
getting enough water at the right 
time to irrigate his crops, and he 
is often tempted to blame the pow¬ 
er developer. In doing so, he may 
be overlooking the fact that his 
local irrigation system may be in¬ 
adequate; that If power companies 
didn’t dam rivers and create ord¬ 
erly flow, there would be even less 
water when he most needs it. 

To justify his argument, the ir¬ 
rigation farmer must be able to 
ignore the fact that prior to up-

w-icer in hundreds of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba com¬ 
munities whose job it is to main¬ 
tain public health. 

Says F. L. Grindley, branch di¬ 
rector: “Although he may not re¬ 
size it, the Alberta irrigation 
farmer has greatly benefited from 
the controlled flow that has come 
with upstream power development, 
since this control has given him 
water when he most needs it; re¬ 
duced flow, and thereby eliminat¬ 
ed flood problems, in the off sea¬ 
son, and generally made irrigation 
a reliable proposition. And it has 
provided him with protection 
against drought, with power devel¬ 
opers storing water and releasing 
it when the farmer most needs it. 
Still, there is a continuing need 
for cc-operation in the allocating 
of water to farmers, consumers, 
industry and other users, includ¬ 
ing power.” 

Grindley and others in the branch 
say emphatically that upstream 
power development on Alberta riv¬ 
ers has been a boon to all Alberta 
—and Prairie-water users. 

Their views are supported by 
facts and figures to be presented 
in subsequent articles.

36-storey Hotel 
For Edmonton 

A 36-storey luxury hotel and 
parking complex in the heart of 
down-town Edmonton now under 
construction by Chartered Invest¬ 
ments Ltd., will be operated by 
Canadian Pacific Hotels Ltd., un¬ 
der a long-term management con¬ 
tract, it has been announced. 

The new hotel, to be known as 
the Chateau Lacomibe after west¬ 
ern Canada’s famed Oblate mis¬ 
sionary, will occupy a cl iff-side site 
overlooking the North Saskatche¬ 
wan River Valley and adjacent to 
the city’s business and shopping 
district. It will contain 380 deluxe 
guest rooms in an leaded, 25- 
storey Tower rising above an 11- 
floor parking structure.

The hotel is scheduled to open 
early in 1966. The parking struct¬
